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Impressions of the Ontario . 
Educational Association conven- [ 
tion in Toronto at Easter time: 
were given by Trustee Mrs. A.: 
JL Woods at a meeting of the 1 
Newmarket public school board;

day evening. 

"In September, 1942. the Can- 
ada and Newfoundland Educa- 
tional Association appointed a 
survey committee to ascertain) 
the chief educational needs of: 
Canada and Newfoundland," j 
said Mrs. Woods. "A survey] 
was long overdue. Isolated ex- 1 
periments that had been going 
on here and there in the differ- j 
ent provinces of Canada reveal- 
ed many needs. 

"In the days of our grand- 
fathers 'the rod was the school 
board.' Instruction was given in 
the three R's with maybe a 
smattering of English and his- 
tory*- 'Frills' the>' were called. 

"As far as' the three R's were 
concerned, the child was pulled,; 
twisted and stretched to make 
him fit the school curricula. ! 
This painful treatment of some 
led to the belief that the same 
opportunity for all does not 
mean equal opportunity. 

Through the groping years 
one conviction has been slowly 
but surely gaining ground, the J 
conviction that education is the 
effort (o help personality to 
j find itself, to realize itself, and 
jto develop itself, towards its 
highest conceivable form. With 
that ideal, the spot-light is shift- 
ing from the three R's to the 
needs of the child. Today the 
survey committee is attempting 
to make the curricula fit the 
child. 

. "In so doing they place health 
|.8t the top of the list. Since we 
J have a town council interested 
V.'fn health and expect to have a 
(public health nurse, we may 

leave the question of health at 

this time. 

! "Why not go back, teach the 
three R's and use a rod to back 

f tip the teaching? Here are 
Fomc of the reasons. In every 
sample of 100 pupils there are 
about 60 who may be termed 
average. 20 who are slow- 
learners and 20 who arc quick 

[•learners. The school curricula 
and methods of teaching are 

'planned for thai CO percent who 

jttKfy be termed average. 

'Taking 500 Newmarket chil- 
dren, we may expect to find 300 
average pupils, 100 slow-learn- 
ers and 100 quick-learners, with 
one in 5,000 who cannot learn at 
nil. Each of the 500 has three 
fundamental needs, the need for 
security, the need for status, 
and the need for achievement or 
mastery. 

"We may assume that the 
average learner will have these 
needs satisfied in today's course 

: of studies: The schools of Can- 
ada, h o w ever, have never 
seriously considered the slow- 
learner or the quick-learner. 

[ The survey committee advises 
that slow-learners and quick- 
learners are best educated in 
small groups. 

"First 'there must be n change 
in attitude toward the slow- 
learner. He must be respected 
nnd accepted as he is. No par- 
l ent expects a child to walk at 
the same age as does his neigh- 
1 bor*s child. Why expect him to 
read or write at the same age?

Chairman Describes 
Ontario Health Plans

A report on some of the 
addrfrsscs and discussions at the 
Easter convention of the Ontario 
Educational Association in Toronto 
•writs given by Chairman Mrs. J. C. 
H. Edwards at a meeting of the 
Newmarket public school board on * 
Friday evening. 

"Dr. R. P. Vivian, minister of 
health, spoke to the Trustees and 
Ratepayers Association," Mrs. Ed- 
wards reported. "Since there was 
so much misunderstanding about 
health plans at the moment he 
-grfched to clarify the situation, he 
explained- The framework has 
been set up to deal with public 
health, and amendments to the 
Public Health Act passed at this 
last session of the Ontario legis- 
lature have now made it possible 
to create a laigcr health unit on a 
satisfactory basis, he said. 

'The financing of the complete 
program for the larger unit will 
now be aided by increased provin- 
cial grnntA A unit should corre- 
spond In size approximately to a 
county. The staff required for the 
basic program should be: 1. Full- 
time medical officer of health, who 
would be the administrative head 
of the organisation and would )>e 
a physician with special training 
in public health. 

"2. A full-time assistant medical 
officer of health who would devo'v 
a substantial part of his time to a' 
school health program, and also to 
pre-natal, post-natal and infant 

hygiene services. 

-3. .A dental officer. 4. Two 
sanitary officers. 5. Public health 

nurses. 

"6. Later to be added, a psychol- 
ogical worker, who would be con- 
cerned with mental health prob- 
lems in children and aid in recie-

Again, there 
are those who may require only 
half an hour. 

"Where there is competition, 
rivalry and striving for high 
marks, the quick pupil has a 
tendency to look down on the 
slow-learner. He takes advan- 
tage of every opportunity to 
display his superiority. This at- 
titude is as detrimental to the 
one as it is to the other. 

"When a slow child has failed 
day after day and term after 
term to keep with the average 
or quick, he develops an un- 
favorable attitude toward school. 
His feeling of failure can be 
changed by having him proceed 
at his individual rate. 

"The teacher of the slow 
pupil must respect him, like him 
and consider him worthy of 
her best effort. He must get 
status and recognition for the 
work he does, and have the 
same sense of achievement 
which comes from solving prob- 
lems, mastering difficulties and 
doing creative work. 

"I came from the convention 
feeling that the attitude of both 
parent and teacher must change 
toward the slow-learner. Statis- 
tics show that the slow type is 
often more efficient in his work 
and does not shift from one job 
to another like the more rest- 
less type. The honest depend- 
able type is worth his weight in 
gold, whether slow or quick. 
The education of the future will 
help the individual to give to 
the world the best he has and 
enjoy the satisfaction of ^i life 
richly and fully lived."

1913. approximately half a million 
tailors were our guests in the 22 
hostels and recreation centres of 
the Navy League— an average of 
16.000 each day.

Shrewd Mr. King may have met his match in 
~ sh*ewd Mr. Bracken. Mr. King, in our opinion, 
is bringing Canada through the war splendidly, 
entered this war two years before our 
cousins, and there was strong senti- 
ment lor limited participation. Mr. King him- 
-self, we believe, had once said that Canada 
would never again be sending men to an 
European war, and a Conservative leader (Mr. 
Meigben in his famous Hamilton speech) 
declared himself in favor of never again sending 
Canadian troops overseas without first holding 
a general election. 

Nevertheless Canada has participated in this 
war heavily, sending amazing quantities of 
materials to Britain and Russia, making a great 
success of her part in the Commonwealth" air 
training plan, and recruiting a great number of 
men for active service in the navy, army and air 
force. Mr. King, like the rest of us, has revised 
his viewpoint, and he has been helped in revising 
his viewpoint, as he should be helped, by the 
criticisms of newspapers and opposition parties. 

The greatest threat to the job Mr. King is 
doing came two years ago when the Conservati\-e 
party and a section of the press made an issue of 
conscription. Mr. King was "properly put on the 
spot" He was likely to lose the support of an 
important wing of his party in Quebec if he 
adopted conscription, and he was likely to lose, 
it seemed, the support of an important wing of 
his party in Ontario and other provinces if he 

did not* 

It was then that he, or some adviser to whom 
he owes at least a senatorship, shrewdly con- 
ceived a plebiscite as a way of calming the 
Conservative-incited tempest. In the plebiscite 
he asked the electors to release him from his 
1940 election pledge not to conscript men for 
overseas service. At the same time, he made a 
new pledge lhal conscription would not be put 
into effect until and unless the government 
deemed it necessary. Mr. King knew that, given 
time, home service conscription would produce 
all the men that Canada needed for the active 
forces. 

Incidentally, Mr. King owes another senator- 
ship to the adviser who thought of the home 
conscription plan. It is not really the useless 
device that government critics make out. It is a 
great producer of volunteers for active service. 
It is, as is said against it, a form of compulsion, 
but that should not be distasteful to those who 
would have outright conscription, and it is pre- 
ferable to conscription in the opinion of those 
who believe that each man should make his own 
decision as to whether he will offer his life for" 
his fellow citizens. 

It is true, as is said, that a man must have lots 
of backbone not to enlist once he is called to one 
of these camps and becomes an attendant at a 
sort of perpetual recruiting meeting. It is also 
true that this residue of men who "get their 
backs up" and refuse to serve overseas would be 
more usefully employed in industry, but the 
loss of their services both to the overseas forces 
and the home front is a small price to pay for 
the reduction of the conscription question from 
a main issue which threatened to split the 
country to a side-issue for occasional debating. 
It is also true, as government spokesmen say, 
that these men are trained and could be sent 
overseas in a dire necessity. 

Mr. Bracken, it is to be noted, has not 
announced himself as in favor of conscription. 
Instead, he, or an adviser, worded a question for 
the public, covering the subject, which is just as

BEEF TO BRITAIN 

(Letbbridge Herald) 

Hon. J. G. Gardiner, the federal minister 



of 



agriculture, met a delegation of Alberta cattle- 
men in Calgary recently and discussed the 
possibilities of re-opening the American market 
for surplus Canadian cattle. The outlook isn't 
good until after the war. 

It would appear that both Canada and U.S. are 
lease-lending processed beef to Britain. Uncle 
Sam is actually going short himself in order to 
do so. Canada awoke a few weeks ago to find 
that we not only had enough beef for our own 
needs without the need of rationing, but we had 
millions of pounds over to send to Britain under 
lend-lease arrangements. So now, instead of 
sending live cattle to U.S., as we had been doing 
prior to the summer of 1942, we are killing the 
cattle and sending our surplus to Britain to help 
eke out their very small meat rations. 

In doing this, we understand that the Ottawa 
authorities have decided to buy the beef at a 
floor one-quarter cent under live cattle price 
which has been established by the Canadian 
ceiling on beef, buying each grade at its relative 
value. This plan assures the producer that no 
surplus meat will he allowed to pile up in the 
coolers to depress the prices of the live product.

A report an Newmarket's public 
■schools by Inspector O. M. Mac- 
KUlop. Richmond Hill, was heard 
by Ui< members of Newmarket 
public school board at a meeting on 
Friday evening:. 

•Ti.e schools ar* excellently or- 
ganized and controlled," wrote In- 
spector MacKiHop. "Each sch-»l is 
in charge of an outstanding prin- 
cipal who i3 capable, earnest and 
thoroughly dev-te^ to duty." 

Vice-Principal Fred L. Hall is 
"efficient in his work and has the 
complete co-operation of the staff.* 

Miss Evelyn I>enne 'has made an 
excellent beginning. She is a very 
jbtrong teacher and has one of 
the finest classy I have seen." 
Principal H. A. Jackson "directs 
the work of the schools most ef- 
ficiently, is an excellent organizer 
and teacher, and is. In nay judg- 
ment, one of the outstanding prin- 
cipals of the province." 

The report praised the music 
teaching of Mrs M.' B. Seldon and 
said that *"her classes respond in 
tt most commendable manner." 

The report commended the 
teaching of manual training by 
Mr. Jackson and Mr. Hall, and 
household science teaching by Miss 
Denne and Miss Hazel Hambly. 

The report praised the work of 
all teachers who hrd been with 
the board in other years and com- 
mended two of the new teachers. 
Mrs. Marion Proctor Stone and 
Miss Evelyn Graham. Mrs. O. P. 
Hamilton, tne school attendance 
officer, "is very interested in her 
duties and appears to work in full 
co-operation with the staff." 

*The report said: *The school 
library is a very vital part of the 
necessary equipment. Not only 
should supplementary readers and 
.story books be freely provided but. 
under the new course of studies. 
there should be many social 
studies and science books for the 
pupils' use. In every classroom 
the library appears inadequate, and 
I suggest that a plan be adopted 
to correct this condition over a 
period of years. 

"If each classroom were provided 
with some necessary readers, social 
studies and science books each 
year, it would not be long before 
the libraries were satisfactorily 
built up," 

The report suggested that a 
teachers" room be provided in the 
King George school, ani that the 
teachers* rooms in the other two 
schools could be better furnished. 
Inspector MacKillop said that there 
* houtd be a principal's room at the 
Alexander Muir school. School 
cloak-rooms provided by means of 
a partition at the front of the 
rooms received a second class rat- 
ing, lighting at the Alexander 
Muir school was criticized. Alex- 
ander Muir and King George 
school grounds were given a sec- 
ond-class rating. 

Pupils who are behind in their 
work "would receive better train- 
ing In some such class 03 an 
auxiliary class. These pupils are 
not necessarily inferior, but they 
have been retarded for some reas- 
on and are now conspicuous by 
being with smaller, younger 
pupils/*

A visitor this week to Aurora 

after on absence of three years 

was Flt.-Lieut. James Foy, 

D.F.C., who arrived home from 
overseas on Saturday. 

Jim, who is 21, attended Au- 
rora high school, and is the 
grandson of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Foy, Temperance St. Receiving 
his wings at Camp Borden in 
May, 1941, young Foy went 
overseas almost immediately 
and soon saw action. Twice he 
flew home his plane on one 
engine after coming through 
heavy ack-ack fire at Cologne 
and Bremen. 

He participated in the first 
1,000-plane attack on industrial 
Germany. In July of last year 
his plane was reported missing 
over enemy territory.

Six have found 
their way back to England. A 
month after Foy was reported 



missing he was awarded the 
D.F.C. in absentia "for gallantry 
in action." 

For eight months Foy and hi3 
companions were guests in oc- 
cupied France, and, aided by the 
French "underground" the six 
fliers one by one made their 
way to safety. The other is a 
prisoner of wan 

Flt.-Lieut. Foy has a total of 
800 flying hours to his credit 
and has yet to be scratched by 
enemy fire. He lost part of a 
finger while on the ground itt 
England. 

"Sorry I can't tell a thing," 
said young Foy, "but it's 
mighty good to be home again. 
I don't know whether or not I'll 
be going back/\

LAW PROTECTS FARMER 



A newspaper is allowed to 
advertise only government 
graded seed. Hay seed must be 
certified or government stand- 
ard, grain must be registered, 
certified or government graded 
and potatoes must be certified 
before they can be offered for 
sale as seed. 

"The regulations are for the 
protection of the farmer," Agri- 
cultural Representative W. M. 
Cockburn told The Era and Ex- 
press this week. Grading is 
done not by the agricultural 
representative but by the do- 
minion department of agricul- 
ture, by its inspectors and by 
its seed branch at 86 Collier St., 
Toronto.

Giving evidence in the charge of 
hi caking and entering the cottage 
of Dr. Agnew.

Asked by the 
crown if they recognized the driver 
of the second car, neither witness 
could state that it was Mr. Foster. 
Called to the stand. Chessley 
Sweet, Holland Landing, told his 
worship that he was the owner of 
the car which collided with the 
Thompson car. He said that. 
although he was a passenger in 
the back of his car, he did not 
Know wlu- was driving. He said 
that he had given Mr. Foster the 
keys of his car after leaving the 
hotel In Bradford, but could no* 
say that it was he who was driving 
the car. 

"Mr. Sweet, who- was driving 
that car?" asked Magistrate Wood- 
liffc. "You were In the back seat. 
Who was behind the wheel?" 

"I don't know/' replied the wit- | 
ness. 

Kxamlued hy the crown. Mr. 
Sweet admitted that Mr. Foster 
had left the car about 20 minutes 
after the collision and gone down 
I he road. 

According to Provincial Con- 
stable Alex. Ferguson, when he 
arrived at Ihc scene, he found the 
car driven by Mr. Thompson du-.v- 
aged on tho left sld> to the extent 
of $100. The Sweet car, he found. 
had gone across a ditch, through r 
fence and on lo railroad properly. 
Its left front side was damaged. 
Marks on the road Indicated that 
the point of impact was two feet 
over J;p ecu;:,! on Mr. Thompson's 
side rf the toad. 

Mr. Foster stated that It was his 
ron rti.d not himself who had been 
driving the car on the night in 
que.ttinn. He said that (he latter. 
who was 15 years of age. had be- 
come * lightened and inn away. 
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"I am finding you guilty on 
charge of dangerous driving, 
stated his worship. "You must 
keep " on your own side of the 
road." 

After finding Pte. Grant Turner. 
Camp Borden, guilty of stealing a 
rifle valued at over $25 from his 
grandfather, Alex. McKce, New- 
market. Magistrate Woodliffe re- 
manded the defendant one week 
for sentence.
